This acreage now has a 
value as farm land of $290,000: as 
factory sites with avallable water- 
power of $2,250,000 and as residence 
property of over $12,000,000. 
PLENTY OF SPACE. 
“There are ten large shop buildings, 
eight of which are three story and 
basement. The other two are Single- 


story buildings. The floor space of 


these shops is forty acres. In addition 


there are, at present, four large store- 


houses with a floor space of four 


acres. Hight and a half million dol- 


lars has been invested in plant and 
machinery. There is another $2,000,- 
000 invested in a waterpower plant. 


one of the arsenal's greatest assets, for 
here cheaper power is produced over 
any other plant in the country, pri- 
vate or governmental. 


Now to date the government has 


invested some $15,000,000 in this ar- 
sonal. It is not being used to ca- 
pacity, in fact, about one-third of its 
capacity is being taxed.

IDEAL LOCATION. 

“The whole proposition is one that 
will save the government additional 
expense; save the people from addi- 
tional tax burdens and will give the 
government a control of the men of 
war supplies. 

“The lessons of the European con- 
flict show the unwisdom of locating 
arsenals near coast or border lines. 
We have five government arsenals. 
Four of them are located in Massa- 
chusetts, New York and Pennsylvania.

A few years ago he 
retired from active newspaper work, 
and spent most of his time sur- 
rounded by his family at his country 
place. There he enjoyed shooting and 
other out-door pursuits, and enter- 
tained at different times the late King 
Edward and King George. 

Lord Burnham married on Febru- 
ary 20, 1862, Henrietta, only daughter 
of Bénjamin Nottingham Webster, the 
famous actor-manager. She died in 
1897. The couple had two sons and 
one daughter.

Old antagonisms may be smoothed over 
in face Of present nécessities, but they do 
not on that account die out. The north 
and south of Ireland are still discordant in 
all things else, except in their determination 
to fight the Kaiser. So John Redmond de- 
plores that the British conscription bill 
should be applied to England, but rejoices 
that Ireland is exempt. Sir Edward Carson 
is equally indignant that conscription 
should be granted to England and denied to 
Ireland. He calls it an insult to the Irish. 
Redmond considers it a compliment. 

Not even to resist the invasion of Ireland 
by a Prussian army is it probable that Red 
mond and Carson will sit in the same Cab- 
inet. And when the war is over and unt 
versal peace is the next topic up for discus- 
sion the “distressful island” will de the first 
place for its practical application. Ireland 
once thoroughly pacified the rest of the

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A Safe “Policy”, 
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general obligation to submit all justictable

How can a nation be 
punished by an association of nations, 
except with an army more powerful 
than the offender can maintain? This 
plan for preserving peace can be sic- 
cessful only if the principal nations 
unite in it, and agtee to abide by its 
requirements and to enforce them upon 
any party to the agreement which may 

e réecaicitrafit. They must also be 
bound to a joint and several defense 
against any outside power. Such an 
arrangement is a ‘consummation de 
voutly to be wished.”
